Moat of the latoat Conanuniat-initiated action in 
the nor thorn provincea haa cantered on Quang Mgai 
Province and included more tlian a dozen ahellinga 
and o ground attack. There ia conf^lioting information 
on enemy moves in Kontum Province, but they hit the 
provincial capital VKith 50 ahelis and aurrounded 
a nearby viXlage. Communiat incidents in the prov— 
incaa surrounding Saigon xnore than doubled and in- 
cluded 13 ground contacta and 14 ahellinga . In the 
delta provinces, the Communirta struck several ter- 
ritorial force outposts, and at least one haa been 
abandonedo 


Saigon's forcoa havt. also been huay. Clearing 
operations in the northern half of the country pro- 
voked numerous responses from the Communists,, most 
resulting in small-scale skirmishes. The government 
operation to open Route 13 north of P 4 igQn has bogged 
down as a result ci stiff Communist resistance . South 
Vietnamese units conducted scsae 23 •‘Bacurity"* opere- 
tions in the delta with several reportedly acccuntinc 
for heavy enemy losses.. I

Benue Cam*' 
bodion troops remained pinned down by the GoBmunists 
in a augar factory a few mXlea south of Thnal Totung 
near the enemy**ocoupied vXXlage of Kompong Tram on 
Route 26, Route 5 was reopened to traffic between 
Phnom Penh and Battambang on 8 June when a XSO'-truck 
convoy traversed this aaotXon without incident. A 

smaller convoy from Xompong Chhnang C ity reached 

Phnom Penh unmolested on the sane dayJ 
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
